Vatll recently women were employ- 
ad la Baglaad la-«ana«ctlaB with aar- 
face work In coal mining and brick 

worka. Tho women were found to 
be very strong, but tbey were other- 
wis* unsatlafaetory and wcr* ultl- 
mately diapenaod wltk at th* coUlcr- 
l*a. Th* coal atlne* ragulaiion act of 
araat Britain ptokihits wooua Ubor 
being *mploy*d oadorgroaad. 

In Oermaa Southwest Africa aa ta- 
vaatlgator found siany aatlv* woomb 
at work about tha mlnas. Th*y w*r* 
uaeful la earrylag la loads. aapaclaBy 
of firawood. Th* womdB labor was 
ch*ap and a* loag aa th*y war* l*tt 
alon* to tab* as moeh tim* as thsy 
liked over th* work sad do It aa they 
wiMhed thoy wer* all right. 

Hi* B*xt axperience was higher up 
tha coast, tai West Africa. Labor was 
abort aad they d*cld*d to try women 
to carry atonos. Thsy carried th* 
flrat two loads and 'then they atrack. 

Thos* women *uite altered th* eoi^ 
ditlons of carryloR stones. Tbey car- 
ried them for a certain distaoce, but 
three or four relays bad to be pro- 
vided. After that they were tried at 
carrying sand and things Ilk* that 
They went on for a short whU*. bat 
did thf work In fits and starts. 

in uni.'ther place, also on tho west 
co.ist, where wuiuen had been tried 
asaiiiKt the black men, it wax found 
th;it for farrylng In firewood tbey 
wen- liv fiir the heat and cheapest. 
'1 lit-rc, of roiirpe, (hey were on jilece 
I worli. altliouKti their tickets were 
marKod Jimt the SHiiio us If (hi-> wore 
va day work. 

Tlu lr tank waa to carry in a cord 
of wood a day. Thoy uaad to atart 
about 4:30 a. ra. and went on carry- 
InR until 7 and from J:'M till • or IS.

They were a decided siircesf, but 
they were very partlculivr In what 
they called their circle.

Sonie women used to carry about 
100 (Hiundi on (hoir heajH; un an av- 
emge about 85 to 95 pounds of wood. 

Statistics piiblixhed In the Mining 
World from time lo time kIiow ihut 
there are n number of women em- 
liloyed In the coal mines of llelRiiirj 
and Corniany, for instance, aa pickers 
and sorters. In Germany 
cel\e 27 to 38 ceuts per day.
